A Great French Bte»«r. 


Charles Meryon—born in 1891—was 


brought np to the navy, going flnt in 
1837 to tbe Naval school at Brett. Aea 
youth he sailed round the world. He 
touched at Athens; touched at tbe then 
savage coasts of New Zealand; made 
sketches, a few of wbiob, in days when 
his greater work was most of it done, he 
used as material fox some1 of his etch- 
ings. Art even then occupied him, and 
deeply interested as he soon got to be in 
It he Kama to have had a notion that it 
was less dignified than tbe profession of 
tbe navy, and after awhile be chose de- 
liberately the less dignified—becann It 
was tbe less dignified. He wonld have na 
believe so at any rate. He wished hit 
father to believe «x And in 1846, hav- 
ing served creditably and become a 
lieutenant, he resigned bis commission. 


A painter be could not be. Tbe gods, 


who bad given him even in hia youth a 
poetic vision and a firmness of band, 
had denied him tbe trno eight of color, 
and I remember seeing banging np in 
the salon of M. Bnrty, who knew him, 
a large impressive pastel of a ship cleav- 
ing her way tbroagb wide, deep waters; 
and tbe sea was red and tbe sunset sky 
was green; for Meryon was color blind. 
He would have to "be an engraver. He 
entered the workroom of one M. Blery, 
to whom in after times, as bis wont 
was, be engraved some verse* of his 
writing—appreciative verses, sincere 
and unfinished—"u toi, Blery, mon 
maitre." The etchings of Zeeman, the 
Dutchman, gave him the desire to etch. 
He copied with freedom and interest 
several of Zeeman's neat little plates 
and addressed him with praises, on an- 
other little copper, like the one to 
Blery—"to Zeeman, peintre des, mate- 
lots."—Pall Mall Gazette.

of three distinct layers, separated by a 
white substance, and tbe outermost lay- 
er is white, not gray.—Dr. Joseph 
Bimms in Popular Sofcaaoe Monthly. 


A Silkworm ol the Sea. 


Silk is obtained from lb* shellfish 


known as tbe pinna (mytilfdro), which 
if found in the Mediterranean. This 
shellfish has the power of spinning a 
viscid silk which in Sicily is made into 
a regnlar and very handsome fabric. 
The silk is spnn by tbe shellfish, in the 
first instance, for tbe purpose of attach- 
ing itself to the rocks. It is able to 
guide tbe delicate filaments to the prop- 
er place and there glne them fast, and 
if they are cat away it can reproduce 
them. 


The material when gathered (which 


ia done at low tide) is washed in soup 
and water, dried, straightened and 
carded, one ponnd of tbe coarse fila- 
ment yielding about three ounces of fine 
thread, which when spun is of a lovely 
burnished golden browu color.—New 
York Herald.

The Proposition to Purchase the Beno 


Company'! Plant. 


The JOUBNAL has received a copy of 


Assembly bill No. 38 entitled "An act 
aopplemental to and amendatory of 
an aot to incorporate tbe town of 
Beno." Approved March 8th, 1897. 


The bill was introduced, probably by 


request, .by Mr. Hodgkinson. Its prin- 
cipal feature is the submission of the 
question to the voters of Reno at a 
special election whether or not the 
Oity of Reno "shall acquire by con 
damnation proceedings, in the matiner 
provided by law, the so called High- 
land ditch, and tbe water rights ap- 
pertaining thereto, and the reservoirs, 
and the distribution pipes, and the 
whole water supply syttem belonging 
to the Reno Water, Land and Light 
Company?" There is a similar pro- 
vision submitting the question of tbe 
condemnation and purchase of the 
electric light plant. 


It seems to us that the passage ot the 


bill would be somewhat hazardous, if 
not to the original act which it seeks 
to amend, at least to the ohancea of the 
speedy carrying out of tbe wishes of 
the people as expressed at the special 
filed ion held nearly two years ago. At 
all events it would further complicate 
t'ie already to complicated condition 
of affairs relative to the prosecution of 
the work of securing an abundant sup- 
ply of pure nnd wholesome water 
which waa the principal question in- 
volved and which was carried by such 
a decided majority when submitted to 
tbe people at the special election above 
referred to. 


Tbe bill now in tbe Assembly is iu 


accordance witb tbe suggestions of Mr. 
O. J. Smith made at the citizens' meet- 
ing at the Court House last week. In 
this connection we append a letter from 
Chairman Oaborne of the City Council 
to Mr. Smith relative to the mitter, 


RENO, Nev., Jan. 30,1899. 


0. J. Smith, acting for Reno W., L and 


L. Co.—DBAS SIB: I b*ve «CHmined 
the proposed bill which you have this 
day handed to me relative to tbe olty 
of Ueno acquiring the properties of tbe 
Reno Water, Land and Light Co., by 
judicial condemnation proceedings, if 
tint authorized by an affirmative vote 
of tbe electors of the city of Reno. 


L as a member of tbe City Council, 


am oppofaed to the proposed bill for 
tbe reason that I believe condemnation 
proceedings would, in running the 
gauntlet of tbe courts, result in a long 
and vexatious delay in determining a 
question which a great preponderance 
of the sentiment of the people of Reno 
demand shall be settled as speedily as 
possible, as well as for other reasons 
not necessary at this time to mention. 


Should you deem <t advisable to 


submit a bill naming tbe specific prices 
and conditions of 
payment which 


would be accepted by tbe Reno Water, 
Land and Light Co. for each of its 
properties, and providing for submit- 
ting the questions ot their purchase, 
at a special election, to the eleotors of 
the city of Reno for their approval or 
rejection, L as a member of the City 
Council, would probably favor such 
bll) if the amounts designated would 
appear to be fair and reasonable, 


I have not bad an opportunity to 


oonsult with all of the members of the 
City Council concerning the proposed 
bill, but will do ao as soon as I meet 
them.
